Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1 948. 

Dr.  C.  F.  L.ynch  resigned  on  the  14th  July,  1948,  to  take  up  the 
appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  County  Borough  of 
Dover,  Dr.  j.  W.  Brown  acting  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Borough  until  I commenced  duties  on  the  1 st  February,  1 949. 

The  Birth  Rale  was  20.46  per  thousand  of  the  population  which  is 
a decrease  of  2.93  on  the  rate  for  1947.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  17.9  and  for  the  smaller  towns  19.2. 

The  Death  Rate  was  9.95  per  thousand,  a decrease  of  2.61  on  the 
rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the 
smaller  towns  were  1 0.8  and  1 0.7,  respectively. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  a marked  decline  from  48. 1 7 per 
thousand  live  births  in  1947  to  27.1  1 in  the  year  under  review.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  34  and  for  the  smaller 
towns  32.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  showed  an  increase 
compared  with  the  previous  year  due  to  the  greater  number  of  notifica- 
tions of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  There  were  10  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases  compared  with  1 8 in  1 947.  1 here  was  also  a decrease 

in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Six  more  deaths  than  in 
1947  occurred  from  Cancer. 

The  Borough  maintained  its  high  standard  of  hygiene  and  sanitation 
during  the  year,  and  any  conditions  liable  to  affect  injuriously  the  health 
of  the  community  were  promptly  dealt  with.  280  dwelling  houses  were 
rendered  fit  by  informal  action  and  59  after  Statutory  Notices. 

Several  changes  in  administration  occurred  on  5th  July,  1948,  when 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946  came  into  force.  These  are 
referred  to  under  the  appropriate  sections. 

I wish  to  tender  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  Lindsey  Council  Council,  the  Borough  Surveyor  of  Cleethorpes 
and  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  much  of  the  information  contained 
in  this  Report.

Section  6.  —General  Provision  of  Health  Services  of  the  Area. 

(a)  Laboratory  facilities. 

These  are  available  for  the  examination  of  throat  and  nose  swabs, 
sputum,  etc.,  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Council  Offices,  Clee- 
thorpes,  to  which  address  specimens  should  be  sent. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

Provision  of  an  ambulance  service  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
Lindsey  C'ounty  Council  on  5th  July,  1 948,  in  accordance  with  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

(c)  Nursing  at  Home. 

Three  District  Nurses  are  stationed  in  Cleethorpes  and  are  members 
of  the  Lindsey  Nursing  Association.  The  Lindsey  County  Council  also 
provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  to 
be  nursed  at  home,  when  requested  by  General  Medical  Practitioners. 

(d)  Clinics. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  from  the  Clinic,  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
Cleethorpes,  provide  the  following  specialist  and  consultant  services  : —

1 , (1)  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and 
quantity.  The  supply  is  by  pipe  from  the  Grimsby,  Cleethorpes  and 
District  Joint  Water  Board’s  undertaking  and  is  constant. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  samples  from  the  source 
of  supply  are  carried  out  monthly  and  results  of  these  examinations  are 
supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Samples  are  also  taken  periodically  by  the  Health  Department  from 
the  supply  as  delivered  to  the  public  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

Seven  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  taken  by  the  County  Authority 
during  the  year  and  with  two  exceptions  these  were  satisfactory.  Twelve 
samples  were  taken  by  the  Health  Department,  all  of  which  were  satisfac- 
tory on  bacteriological  examination.  Two  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  on 
biological  examination  and  the  two  animals  concerned  were  removed  from 
the  herd  and  subsequently  destroyed. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations  are 
administered  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  two  premises  licensed  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk  and 
these  are  under  regular  inspection  and  supervision.  Of  1 0 samples  of 
pasturised  milk  taken  during  the  year  nine  were  satisfactory.  The  other 
was  slightly  unsatisfactory  owing  to  a small  error  in  pasteurization. 

Ice  Cream. 

Careful  supervision  and  control  over  conditions  of  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  were  maintained  during  the  year. 

Two-hundred-and-sixty-three  inspections  were  carried  out  upon  the 
premises  used  for  manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  or  for  the  sale,  or 
the  storage  of  Ice  Cream  intended  for  sale,  and  such  premises  were  gen- 
erally found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  most  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  the 
case  of  samples  which  were  unsatisfactory.

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Cleethorpes  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

As  mentioned  previously,  the  Dispensary  became  merged  with  the  Chest 
Clinic,  Grimsby,  on  1st  October,  1948.  During  the  year  33  new  cases  were 
added  to  the  Tuberculosis  Register.  196  cases  were  written  off  the  Register 
as  having  removed  to  other  areas  or  having  been  lost  sight  of,  or  died,  leaving 
233  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  1 7 cases  were  written  off 
as  recovered. 


Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  necessitous  cases  and  their  families, 
assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing,  etc.,  and  in  the 
form  of  holiday  grants. 

An  Occupational  Centre  with  a Workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue,  is 
maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened  work- 
ing capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

An  annual  grant  of  £50  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to 
augment  the  funds  of  the  Committee  whose  work  is  voluntary.

Report  on  the  Meteorological  Conditions  prevailing 
at  Gleethorpes  during  1948. 

Alan  B.  Cooper,  A.M.  Inst.  C.E., 

Borough  Engineer,  Gleethorpes. 

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  during  1948  compared  rather 
unfavourably  with  the  previous  year  which  was  exceptionally  fine.  The 
average  temperature  and  hours  of  sunshine  compared  quite  favourably, 
however,  with  those  of  previous  years. 

SUNSHINE. 

From  I St  January  to  3 1st  December,  1948,  inclusive,  1535.6  hours 
of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded. 

This  gives  a daily  average  of  4.1 6 hours  as  compared  with  4.42  hours 
for  the  previous  year.  The  sunshine  totals  for  the  early  months  of  the 
year,  i.e.,  February,  March,  April  and  May,  were  well  above  average 
but  during  the  summer  months  they  were  rather  lower.  In  October  they 
reverted  back  to  normal. 

The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  on  one  day  was  1 5. 1 
hours  on  the  29th  July.  The  last  twelve  days  in  July  were  very  good 
and,  excepting  for  the  24th  (1.5  hours),  the  daily  totals  never  fell  below 

8.4  hours,  while  on  eight  days  the  totals  amounted  to  more  than  i 0 hours 
of  bright  sunshine. 

The  greatest  number  of  hours  of  bright  sunshine  in  one  month  was 

222.4  hours  for  April  which  is  a record  for  that  month. 

RAINFALL. 

23.62  inches  of  ram  were  recorded  during  the  year.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  4.39  inches  on  the  previous  year’s  total  of  19.23  Inches. 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  March  with  0.59  inches  of  rain 
falling  over  a period  of  ten  days,  and  the  wettest  month  was  January  with 
4.27  inches  of  rain  distributed  over  a period  of  29  days. 

1 his  total  IS  a record  for  January  and  amongst  the  highest  falls  for 
any  one  month. 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  1 .67  inches  on  the  29th 
April. 

TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 

The  average  maximum  shade  temperature  of  42.75°  F.  for  February, 
1948,  IS  the  lowest  average  for  the  year  ; while  66.0°  F.  maximum 
shade  temperature  in  July  is  the  highest  average. 

The  average  minimum  shade  temperature  of  35.87  F.  for  January, 
1948,  18  the  lowest. 

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  22  ’ F.  on 
24th  November.  The  highest  maximum  temperature  during  the  same 
period  was  81  F.  on  the  26th  and  31st  July.  The  lowest  ground  mini- 
mum temperature  was  22°  F.  on  the  24th  November.

Snow  fell  on  five  days  during  1 948  and  hail  on  three  days.  The 
wind  reached  gale  force  (or  above)  on  the  1 3th  and  1 5th  of  January,  the 
8th,  9th,  20th  and  21st  of  February,  31st  of  March,  1st  of  April,  20th 
of  May  and  the  8th  of  July.

The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station  No.  2574  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports  to  the  Air  Ministry  in  the  form  of  a Weather 
Telegram  were  dispatched  every  night  of  the  year.
